But neither could her words nor tears, which ' 2t 
this time were Witneſſes of her 1sflamed deſires, pre- 
vail any thing; netther her flatteries nor threats had 
any power oyerhim ; bur he {tl continued firm. abd 
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conſtant to his Virtue, reſolving rather to ſuffer the 
grearct Miſeries, than 1n the leait to give way to her 
Adulrerous ofters : Accounting himſelf worthy of the 
reateft puniſhment, 1f he ſhould 1h the leaſt conde- 
ſcend to this Luſttol Woman's Inclinations : He there- 
fore repreſented to her how great a fin it was againft 
God, who ſees all our At:ons, though they are never 
fo privately committed ; that it was allo a grear fin ard 
wroog againſt her Huſband, and againſt all the Laws, 
Rires, and Cuſtoms ofthe Marriage- Bed ; wiſhing her 
ro have regard to theſe things, and not to prefer a vain 
and mogentary Luſt before them all; which would 
certainly be foliowed by a ſpeedy Repentance anti for- 
row, and a continual fear of Diſcovery: whereas ſhe 
might enjoy the ſame happineſs with her Huſband with= 
out all theſe fears and dangers, and alſo attended with 
the ſerenity and quiet of a good Conſcience: As alſo 
rat ir was more honourable for her to command him 
2s his Lady and Miftriſs, as ſhe did now; thay by 
committing ſo great wickedneſs make him equal to her, 
and to be afraid of difpleaſing him. By ſuch Remon- 
ftrances as thefe 7oſeph endeavoured to abate the fury of 
her inordinate defire, and to perſuade her to ſubmit to 
Reaſon: But on the contrary, the more. earneſtly he 
difſuaded her, the more furiouſly ſhe afſaalred him; 
and ſince fhe ſaw words would nor prevail, ſhe laid 
hands upon him to force him to her will. |

rance of this Wgman, ſuadenly ran our of the Cham- 
ber, leaving hs Garment beiind him. 1a her hand : 
She partly enraged at ti. > Repulſe, and partly afraid

fuſing her fayour.; Slic theretore fits her down fad nd

diſconſolate,hiding the Grief of her diſappointment-un-. 
der the colour of Anger and Indignation for her Honour 
ard Chaftity, which ſhe pretended was arregnpted: to- 
be raviſh: from her : Therefore when her Hufband 
came home, and obſerved her to be ſo much diſorde- 
red and diſcompoſed ; he earneftly enquired the reaſon 
thereof: Live thou no longer my dear Husband, faith ſhe, 
except tho ſeverely puniſh that wretched Hebrew, Slave 3 
who hath impudently attempted to violate thy Bea, forget- 
ting his former Condition when be came firſt into thine Hon?, 
and atjo the kind entertainment- which he recetved” at thy 
hands, and who had been the moſt unerateful Creature a» 
live, if be had not been faithful to theeinthy Houſhold Aﬀairs ; 
1:t bath not this Writch forborn to offer the greateſt injury. to 
thee ; no wot tothint own Wiſe, - @id that 08 4 Holy-day, when 
he knew thou wouldeſt long be abſint; whereby be hath now dif= 
covered that bis pretended moduſty proceeded rather from baſentſs 
of birth, aud want of tqucation, thanfrom a Principle of Virtue « 
and that which hath enconraged bim to this torfidence, - is from 
the great reſpefÞ and favour which you bavebeflawed uponnng 
even aboue bis hopes, ard beyond hi merit ; - for knowing tho 
baft committed all thy Goods to hu care and truſt, aid ſeeing 
vimſelt preferred above all thy ancient Servants, he thought be 


might preſume alſo to attempt. the chaſtity of thy Wife, 


And to contirm her words, ſhe produced his Gat-

But Foſepy committing him(elf and Eis iunpcent ceaſe 
£ G $-., 15.1 M4... 
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to the Previdence of God, took no care toexcyſe him- 
ſelf/ neicher made - any relation roaty one of the trurh 
of rite matter; but patiently and quicrly ſuffered the 
Punifhmenr, atid the Borids that were'upon him, he 
comforted -him(elf in this, That the Almighty God was 
more powerful chan all his Enemies, - and would no 
doubr, in his good time, deliver him our of his Afti- 
&ions, and clear his Intiocency ro all the World; and 
tie ſoon found by Experience thar his hope was not in 
vain; 'for the Keeper obſerving his care and diligence 
in alt things wherein he employed him, as alſo the 
Comelineſs of his Preſence and Carriage, he freed him 
from his Fetters, and afterward committed to him all 
the Care of the Priſon, and the other Priſoners.

Famine immediately ſucceeded, . and after a while it 
came alfo upon the Land of Canaan, where there was 
great want of Corn ; therefore when Facob underftood 
that there was Corn in Egypt, and that Strangers had 
liberty to buy thereof, he ſent his Sons thither, whoas 
ſoon as they arrived, addreſſed themſclves to Zoſeph un» 
known, beſeeching hjm that rhey might have liberty to 
buy Corn ; for withouthhis order nove might buy ;; and 
every mai in honouring Foſiph, accounted that he he- 
noared the King himſelf. | a 
Foſeph immediately knew his Brethren, though they 
thought nothing leſs than that he was their Brother fer: 
befides they ſcld him when he was but a Youth;and that 
time had altered his Face and Complexion; they could 
not in the leaſt imagine that he could. poflibly artata'to 
ſo great Honour atid-Preferment: He therefore.:reſol- 
ved to try thetr tempers, and therefore not only: ex- 
preſly denied chem Licenſe to buy Corp, but alſo com þ..

His Brethren were extreamly amazed ar theſe words 
fearing that the vengeance of God had now overtaken 
chem, for their cruelty to their Brother : And Reabendid 
alfo feverely refte& upon them fortheir nard-hearted- 
neſs; telling them that theſe AﬀfiiRions thar God the juſt 
revenger of innocency, had now infiifed upon them, 
were to be born with patience,confidering howRightecus 
he was init: They beirg toucht 1n Conſcience with the 
words of Reuben, lamented exceedingly their miſerable 
condition, little thinking that any had underſtood what 
they faid; but Joſeph heardall rheir grievous complaints, 


' and was forced to retize from them, leſt he ſhould nat 


be able ro conceal himſelf from them ; the tears being 
ready toguſh out ar his Eyes, by reaſon of his Brother= 
Iv Love and Tenderneſs toward them # a while after, 
Foſeph returned to them. again, and detainving Simeo:s 
with him, to remain as a Pledge for their return, he 
gave them Licenſe ro buy their Corn, and then com- 
manded them to depart; giving ſecret order to his Ser» 
vant, to put every Man's Money which he had receiv» 
ed, into the month of each of their Sacks ; which was 
done accordingly, and fo they wentaway. 

When 7acov's Sons came to their Father, they gave 
him an account of all that had happenred, that they were ' 
taken for Spies by the Lord of the Country; and that

than Death to be deprived of Berjamin allo: neither 
could Rexben with all his intreaties, nor with the pro» 
miſe of leaving his ovi3 Sons, as Pledges for the ſafe re- 
turn of Benjamis perſuade Facoh to conſent thereunto, 
Being thus uncertain what courſe to take, they were yet 
more ſurprized when they found every Man's Money 
incloſed in his Sack of Corn. 

After a while the Famine increaſed, and they had 
eaten up the Corn that they had brought from Egypt 3. 
therefore Jacob bid chem go thither again to fetch more, 
which they all denied to do, except they taight carry. 
Benjamin along with them, according to their-promiſe, 
made to the Lord of the Country : Burt all their reaſons

ed ro ſend Berjamin with them : exhorcing his Father 
to commit the Care and Protettion ct his Son to God £. 
and promiſing either to bring him. back in fſatery, of 
cife to dic with him, | 

Thus Facob being no longer- able to wiriii tan their - 
continual intieaties, was farced art laſt to +icid, -0d bid 
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of Tofeph in bis Youth. 147 
his Sons prepare a Preſent of the beſt Fruits of the Land, 
and alto to take double Money 10 their Hands leſt the” 
other ſhould have been an over-ſight: And,” ſo taking 
Binjaminwith them, they with plenty of Tears on both 
ſides departed, leaving their Father full of grief and 
trouble, for fear of hisSons, and.they much fearing thae 
roo much ſorrow would bring him to his Grave; but ne- 
ccſiity forced them to go on, and fo they travelled into 
Egypt, hoping till for better ſycceſs, 

They were no ſooner arrived, but-they preſentfy 
went to Foſiph being much afraid leſt rhey ſhould be - 
charged with fraud 2nd deceit, tn carrying back their 
Money again ; which therefore they preſently endea- 
voured to excuſe'to the Steward of Foſeph; telling him, 
That when they went to empty their Sacks, they found their 
Monty in thim, which now thty had brought bach again: but 
the Steward told them be kuetw of no ſuch thing ; nor did be 
miſs their Money. Which when they heard, they were 
ſomewhat encouraged; then was Simon immediately 
ſer ar liberty, and ſent unto his Brerhren, | 

Now when Foſeph was retuzacd from the Service of 
the King, h= came unto them ; and they mace their 
Preſents unto him, which he accepted and inquired. 
how rheir Father did: They -anſwered him that ke 
was in Heaith; and obſerving Biyjamin among them : 
Sxys he: 1: this your younger Brother which .you ſpake of ? 
'Taey anſw:red yea, - and boived themſelves unto him. : 
7oſiph earneſfly obſerving him,as ready to weep for joy; 
and therefore immediately witherew himſelf from 
them, leſt chey ſhould perceive his tears : He then in- 
vires them all co a Batquert, where he made them fie 
in the ſame order as when they were with their Fa- 
ther; and chough he kindly enterrained them all, yer 
to Benjamin he ordered a double Poriton to: be given : 
Afcerward at Evening, when they were lajd down to 
reſt, 75ſt») commanded his Steward to fill every Man's 
Sack wich Corn, and alſo to put their Money again in 
to their Sacks ; but in —_ Sack; he ordered him 
co pur a Cup, wherein ke took great delight; — 
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he did with defign to try their love and afteRion to* 
. ward their Brother Bexfain, whether they would ftand 
by him and fuffer with him z or whether, when he was 
accuſed for theft, they would forſake him and leave 
him to the rigor of the Law, without being cencerned 
thereat. | 
This being done, Facob's' Sons aroſe early the next . 
morning, and taking Simeon along with them, they de- 
parted toward their own Country ; rejoycing in their 
minds, as well for che reftauration of S702, as for the 
_ fate return of Benjarin, whom they had io ſolemnly en- 
gaged to their Father to bring back with them ; They 
had not gene far, bur they obſerved a Troop of Horſe- 
men following hard after them, who.1mmediately be. 
ſetrrhem round avout 3 and among them there was 7o- 
 fepli's Steward, who had put the Cup into Benjamn's 
Sack 3 they being troubled and concerned that they 
were ſo ſoon purſued like Enemies, who were fo lately 
entertained as loving Friends, demanded the reaſon 
thercof ? The Egyptian exclaimed againft them, calling 
them, Wicked and ingratiful min, who forgetting the late be- 
nefits they had received and the kinaniſs and lout wherewith 
Joſeph had treated them, were ſo baſe and unworthy, to re- 
turn him injury for his Courtefie, aud to ſteal hs Cup from him ; 
threatning them ſtvere puniſhment for their Theft, ayd telling 
them that thaugh they might for a time deceive the ſervants 
that waited at the Table, git tory muſt not think they could 
arceive God and his Maſter Joſeph : And aſking them, If 
- they did not think they deferue to ſuſfer for this their wicked - 
niſs > With ſuch like Speeches 1d the Servant of Fuſtpb 
ſeem to inſult over them : but they belag altogether 
ignorant of the Myſtery, boidly told him, Th: they won-. 
ared he ſhould be ſo raſh and inconfpderate, to accuſe them of 
Theft, who were ſo far from it, that they had brought him the 
price of their Corn which they hai found in thiir Sacks, which 
they might eafely have kept undiſcovered, firce none but theme 
felves knew any thing of the Minty ; {o far were they from dz- 
 Bning any wrong or injury againſt them: Yet ro clear 
chemſeclives, they treely ofiered rheaielyes and their 
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* of Joſeph in bis Youth: 149 
Sacks to be fearched; and that if any ſhould he found 
guilty, he ſhould freely ſuffer death, or any other pu- 
niſhment; and the reſt ſh:-u!d be Bondmeyn. . 

The Egyptians accepted their offer, only told them 
there was no reaſon any ſhon'd ſufter but he thathad 
commirred the crime : Then they began to ſearch eve- 
ry man's Sack, beginning at the EJdeſt; nor that they 
vere jgncrant that the Cup iwas in Benfamin's Sack, but 
ro take away all Suſpicion of the defign from Facoo's 
Sons : Now they that were fearcht began ro upbraid 
the Egyptians, tcliing them, That vpon falſe grounds, 
and unworthy ſuſpicions they had hindred them a good 
part of their Jourtey : Bur when they .came to Berjce 


m#in's $ack, they found the Cup there ; whereupon they 


all became confeunded and aſtoniſhed, not doubring 
bur their Brother Benja#in would immedciately te pur 
to Death fer his theſt ; preſently reflefting upon theme 
ſelycs what they ſhould be able to anſwer to their Father; 
having prcmiſed and engaged themſelves fo fairhfully 
for the return of Bejamin ; calling alſo to mind kow - 
extredm unwilling he was to ſend him wich them, but 
that they did even weary and tire him out with their 
impcrtunities, till he was forcgd to conſent : Bur the 
Horſemen laid hands upon Berjaiiin to carry him be- 
fore Foſeph, whom his Brethren wouid not forſake, but 
went back with him, to accompaty him : When they, 
came before 7eſiph, they ſtood lamenting and bemocan- 
ing themſelves and their Brother's nuſhap : To « hom 
Zoſiph ſpake ſeverely, ſaying, Have you (withia men as 
you ave) either fo flighted my xinaxeſs or God's Providence, 


that you duſt attenipt to offer ſo great an irju'y to me, who 


entertained you with ſo tmnch Love and Freedom, as to take a» 
way my Cup with you? Did jeu think T could not find it out ? 
Te whom 74a anſwered in behalf of them all, That © 


tre thing was too apparent -to be in the traſt dixids ard © 


therefore they were all 1ady{ to be his Bondmen or to ſuf} er 
whaterer puniſhment he would 2 fiith upon thim, Ar the 
ſame time recaliing to their minds the 15juries they had 
donc to Foſeph, and belicying ithar all theſe affii&ions 

caire 
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came uponthem for their hard dealing with him ; and 
Reuben did again bitterly reprehead them for thar their 
wickedneſs. 

But 7o{ep5 told them he would detain none bur he 
that had committed rhe Fact, and vat all the reſt mighr 
proceed on in their J:urneyz For, (ſays he) there 5 no 
reaſon that the innocent (19wld ſuffer with the Guilty 3 and the 
puniſhment of the Lad ſhall ſatisfie me #3 and therefore you may 
£0 117u your way, and I will give you ſafe condutt for your 
paſſage. Now whileit they were a!l drowned in forrow 
and tears at the words of Foſtph, ſo that they could not 
ſpeak for grief; Fudab, whohad been the chief in per- 
ſu2ding their Father to let Binjamin go with them, and 
who was ailo a man of a good Spirir, came near to 7o- 
ſepb, 2nd this al dreſſed himſelf to him: 

* Gracious Lard, We do all here freely offer our 
'(clves to puniſhment, although as you ſay, we have 
© rot 2!l committed the offence, but only the youngeſt ; 
* whoſe Life we fear is in imminent danger, 1f your 
. *Mercy and Goodneſs do nor interpoſe to fave him: 
* We beſeech you therefore to hayc compaſlion on us, 
* and be pleaſed to take Counſel, not of your juſt in- 
* dignation, bur of your tative Goodneſs, ſince it is 
- © prover to ſuch great minds as yours to ſurmount thoſe

the Blood iflued out of his Mouth, Noſe, and all other 
paſſeges of his Body, till he was almoſt ſpetit ; then they 
cut off his Hands and Arms, yet with thar little Life 
that remained, he lift up his Eyes to Heaven, crying out, 
Oh Aaonai, Oh Lord Almighty, be merciful unto mt, and 7t- 
ceive me into the company of my dear Brethren, that I may be 
1 hen the Tyrant commanded 
his. Tongue to be pulled our, which being dote, he of 


his own accord went into the Fiery Frying-Pan, and to 


the. aſtoniſhmer:t of Antiochus, patiently ard quietly 
yielded up his Soul to God. . 

Thus theſe Seven valiam and couragious young Men,

came unto her; and among others thar fhe Cured, 
there was a certain Women calted Melancia, who at- 
rer ſhe had received benefit from Exgenia, whom ſhe 
thought tobe a Man, fhe fell extreamily in love- with

V. We have likewiſe a Relation of the Conftancy of

After their Death, ſhe was alſo ſeized upon by 41. 
machins the Governour; and being brought before the 
Idols, was commanded to offer Incetiie unto then ;

Law: And the Council fircrng upon matters of State, 
this was brought before them; and being debated, 
they ſent Biſhop Cranmer and Biſhop R3dly ro the King, 
to intreat his Majeſty upon ſome politick Confideratt= 
ons to grant the ſame ; who coming to the King, gave 
him many reaſons mixt with perſwaſions, that he would 
pleaſe ro ſufſeric : When the King had heard all they 
could ſay, he gave them ſuch Sound, Grave and fulf 
Anſivers, back'd wich Scripture, that they were forced 
to confeſs that his Majeſty was in_the right; yet they 
proceeded to alledge the dangers that might happen 
to him by diſobliging the Emperour, and whar trou- 
bles might be occafioned thereby : But the King bid!

Dominions: The Learned Men of his time he encoura- 
ged, and commanded them to open and expound the 
Scriptures ; and cauſed the Lord's Supper to be admi- 
niftred in both kinds to the People : He aboliſhed rhe 
Maſs, and commanded the Service to be read 1n the 
Engiith Tongue, | 

But this Reformation being diſliked by the Romiſh

And alittle further, Aſſure your ſelves and be confident, 
that we make account of nothing under Heaven ſo much as this 
to have our Laws obeyed ; and this Cauſe of God which we 
have undertaken to be throughly maintained; from which we 


will never remove a Hairs breadth, nor giveplace 10 any Creae 


ture living, much leſs to any Subject 3 but therein will: we 
vent ure our own Royal Perſon, our Crown, Treaſure, Realm, 
and all our Eſtate, whereof we affure you of our high honaur. 

But the R=bels prew ſtill more outragious, coming 
before the City of Exeter, and demaniding entrance 3 
which being refuſed, they endeayoured to rake 1t by 
ſtorm, and by firing the Gates, and Mivivg, - though 
all in vain ; yet they lay ſo long before ir, that the Ci- 
Zens within ſuffered great want of -Victuals ; making 
Bread of the courſeſt Bran, and feeding upon Horſe- 
ftelh.

Unity, were like a Sheaf of Arrews, nor cafily broken 
aſinder'; but being once divided and diſunited, gave 
opporcunvity to their Enemies to deſtroy them both, 
with a great deal of eaſe. .

£avc fo many Preſages of his becoming, to his D1vine 
ajeſty, from whom he received them, an Inſtrument 
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and to the People of theſe Kingdoms an exggedingHap- 
pineſs:yet was he pleafed in the Spring -ot his Years, 
and the hope conceived of hira,to take him to himſelf 
and to deprive the Worldof him ; neither could the 
reaſon of his ſhort Life. (ſo far as the Eyes of Man 
could diſcern) proceed either out of negle& or want 
of performance of Duties to-God,or of Obedience to 
Parents - to the obſervance of which Commandment, 
only the promiſe of long Life is annexed. 

Henry the Son of King James and Q. Ann, was born 
at Striveling or Sterling Caſtle in Scotland, on Tueſday 
Feb.19. 1594. about Three a Clock in the morning, to 
the greatjoy ofthe whole Kingdom, and of his Maje- 
ſties Well-willers and Confederates, but eſpecially to 
the Pherix of her Age,the great and matchleſsQ. E/:z. 
who did not only ſend the E. of Syfſex withrich Pre- 
ſeats to the Chriſtning; but he alſoin her ſtead gave 
unto his Highneſs the Name of Hen. moſt Renewned 
and Victorious: Aﬀter which he was committed to:the 
Cuitody and Charge of the E. of Marre,affifted alfo by 
the continual and yigilant Care of the Venerable and 
Noble Matron his Mother,unto whom the chief Charge 
of his Highneſs Perſon was given & Majeſty ; this 
Lady haying been his Majeſties ow NE fee po ma- 
ny years before : with whom now 1s Highnets nb lefs 
proſpered and thriv'd thanhis Royal Father did 1n-the 
ime place and keeping. Thus continued the ſtrength 
of 1s Father and the'glory of his Mother a great while 
12 the hands of Women; giving in tiishis tender Age 
infallible ſigns of an Heroick and Noble Spirit; no Mu- 
tick being ſo pleaſant in his Ears as tne Trumpet and 
Drum, and the roaring Canon ; and no fight ſo ac- - 
ceptable as that of Muskets, Piſtols, and any Kind of 
Armour. | Te ;

Now began thoſe fparks of Piety,Majeſty,and Gra- 
vity,which were within him,to appear more every day; 
he ufing a mild and gentle behaviour toward all, and 
eſpecially ſtrangers, before whom 1f they were Noble 
he uſed to ſhew theſe Exercifes, wherein he excelled 
all of his Age ; thereby filling their Hearts with Love, 
and all their Senſes with Delight: departing well plea- 
ſed that they had ſeen Prince Henry. : 

About this time the news of the Death of Q. Eliz. 
wah brought to the RK. by Sir Robert Cary, who was the 
firſt bringer of it, as alſo of his Majeſties being Pre- 
claimed K. which was ſeconded by two Honourable 
Gentlemen, SirCharles Piercy and Sir Thomas Sommerſet, 
with a Letter from the Right Honourable the Peers of 
England and the Lords of her late Majeſties Privy Coun- 
ci]; preſenting their dutiful Service to his Majeſty, 
and wiſhing-a quick diſpatch of his Majeſties Afﬀairs, 
that they might the ſooner enjoy his Royal Preſence; 
which the King ſoon after performed and came to Zn 
_-@on; but the Q. and Prince Hen. came not t1!l the lat- 
terend of Fune,and then they came to Windſor, where 
they met the K. and what joy there was at ſo loyinga 
Meeting, Ileave the Reader to 1magine. 

His Majefty lying at the foreſaid Town of Windſor,the

whereby at length he attained to have a reaſonable in- 
fight and judgment in State Aﬀeairs. 

In the 16th year of his Age, he was Created Prince 
of Wales,and Duke of Cornwall,and Great E. of Cheſter 
with a full Inveſtment into all the Antient and Great 
Liberties, ever 'poſlefſed by any of his Predeceflors 
and with the Joy and Approbation of: both Houſes of 
Parltament, in whoſe preſence the Ceremony. of his 
Creation was performed, | 

In the 19th year of his Age he grew more pale that 
formerly, and was obſerved to be more ſad andretired 


than uſual; yet he did not much complain, but only of |

irrevocable ſentence, that all muſt once dye,ſooner or la- 
ter,Death being the reward of fin he ;asked his High- 
neſs,1tit ſhould fallout that he muſt now dye, Whether 
he were willing and well-pleaſed- to ſubmit himſelf to 
the will of God? Fo which he anſwered, Yes,with all 
my heart.Then the Archbiſhop demanded ſome'queſti- 
ons of his Religion, and the Church wherein he lived, 
of his Faithin Chriſt only, and of being afſured of the 
Remiſfion of all his fins, by him and in him, without 
any merits of his own which he profeſſed he did,hoping 
and truſting only therein:then of the reſurre&ion of the 
body, life everlaſting, and the joys' of Heaven ; all 
which he confefled and belieyed, hoping with.ail ſaints to 
enjy the ſame;This conference witha great deal more, 
the Arch-Biſhop had with him; after which,fearing he 
ihould too much diſquiet hiny, with many good exhor- 
tations he took his leave for that time: 

This day, being N»v.s. a day of everlaſting remem-

reviving that ſpark of Life which remained, it drought 
hin intoa ſweat, after which he had ſomelittle reſt ;

queror;for preſently after ke became extream 111 again, 
his fight and ſenſes fatling,and infallible figns ot Death 
approaching. In which extremity,the Arch-Biſh3p of -. 
Canterbury being preſeat, ſeeing now or rever was the 
time to adminiſter ſome ſpiritual comfort to his High-. 
neſs, if he had yetany ſenſe remaining, came to him, 
and repeated all that he had faid to him the day before 
wheahe was in his perfec& ſenſes; and then he called a- 
loud in his Ear to remember, Jeſus Chriſt, and to-be- 
lieve,hope,and truſt only in him,andwith aflured cone 
fidence of Mercy to lift up his Heart,and prepare him- 
ſelf to meet the Lord Jeſus, with many other heaven- 
ly exhortations,calling yet louder thrice together in his | 
Ear,Sir, Hear you me,bear you me, hear you me 2 If you bear 
mein certain fign of your Faith,;and Hope of the bleſſed Res 
ſurre&ion, give us for our comfort a ſign, by lifting up yoar 
hands, Which he did, lifting up both his Hands toge-* 
therz then he defired him to give him another gn by

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lifting up his Eyes, which having done, they lethim 
alone, for the Archbiſhop had with ſtreams of Tears 
poured out at his Bedſide a moſt zealous and earneſt 
- prayer; andall the while alſo from three a Clock in the 
Morning till night that he died, there was continual 
Prayer in the houſe for him, as well as 1nother places 
where the danger was know.
